How a Man Who Can’t Move

What have you done so far with your day? Even 
if you’re reading this early in the morning, you’ve 
likely brushed your teeth, dressed, brewed a cup 
of coffee. The more ambitious may have already 
worked out, showered, cooked breakfast. 


At the very least, you’ve used the bathroom. 


Imagine being unable to do any of that by yourself. 
Even tougher, imagine having once been able to do 
all of it—and more—as one of the hardest-working, 
wildly successful, Type A businessmen in the 
country, and now being unable to scratch your 
nose, cross your legs or wipe your own rear end. 


This is the world for Augie Nieto, the man who 
brought you the Lifecycle, a fitness industry guru 
who at the height of his power—rich, handsome, 
athletic and 47 years old—discovered he had 
ALS. Lou Gehrig’s disease. Simply put, it snips 
the connection between your brain, nerves and 
muscles, and leaves you a barely functioning 
husk. 


With maybe two years to live. 


“Augie, at first, pretty much just stopped 
functioning,” his wife, Lynne, told me recently. 
“For the first three months after his diagnosis, 
he couldn’t get his feet underneath him. Then, 
on Memorial Day of 2005, I woke up to find my 
husband finally sleeping, only to realize he was 
unconscious. 


“He tried to take his life.” 


What have you done so far with your day? Augie, 
who swallowed pills to end it all, heard the 
voices of his loved ones later that day as he lay 
semi-conscious in a hospital bed. He made the 
biggest decision of his life: to live. To fight. To turn 
from darkness and search for light. 


Since then, his ALS story, now 13 years into his 
diagnosis, has eclipsed even his brilliant business 
career. Augie cannot walk, cannot talk, cannot 
shake your hand when you meet him. But he’s 
created the most successful, independent research 
company dedicated solely to find a cure for this 
devastating disease. Called the ALS Therapy 
Development Institute, he runs it like a business: 
hire well, pay well, expect results. 


Meanwhile, without saying a word, he inspires. 
He amuses. He types with his toe and a trackball, 
that goes to a computer, that goes to an audio box, 
that spits out an electronic voice—which he often 
uses to tell off-color jokes. 


“You have to laugh,” Augie once said, when he 
could still talk. This is when I met Augie and 
Lynne, more than a decade ago, in the early stages 


of what Lynne rightly calls “their” diagnosis. At a 
friend’s request, I brought by a copy of Tuesdays 
With Morrie—and I never stopped visiting. We 
became friends. And they became an inspiration. 


It takes hours to get Augie, now 60, ready for the 
day. Eye patches have to be taken off. His breathing 
tube needs to be maintained. His grooming requires 
help from multiple aides. All this just to pull him to 
the starting line. 


Yet he has in many ways never been kinder, never 
been wiser, never been a better husband and— 
hard as it is to imagine—never been more satisfied. 


What have you done so far with your day? Augie, 
a couple weeks ago, became a movie. A new 
documentary made by noted director James Keach 
was released on iTunes. Titled Augie, it depicts the 
story of “a rock star” in the fitness world, a man 
who drove a Ferrari, lived fast, pushed others to 
the brink and didn’t consider much beyond his own 
ambition—and how that man was both humbled 
and raised up by an awful disease. 


It shows how a guy who once wanted to die 
eventually chose a tracheotomy so he could live 
longer. How a man who can’t walk, pushed himself 
to eventually “walk” his daughter down the aisle 
with the aid of a special machine. A man who is 
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Manages to Move Us All 


constantly told he can’t, and proves, every day, he 
can. 


I helped Augie meet Detroit Red Wings owner Mike 
Ilitch once. Ilitch was so impressed with Augie that 
he promised to send the Stanley Cup to him should 
the Red Wings win it that year. 


Sure enough, they did. And that summer, Chris 
Osgood, the goalie, brought the coveted trophy 
to Augie’s house in California. I watched Augie, 
who can’t skate, hold a stick or even go to a 
game, beaming in his wheelchair as the giant cup 
was placed in his lap. And I thought, life is truly 
unpredictable. 


What have you done so far with your day? Any time 
I feel underwhelmed with my existence, I think 
about Augie and how he would love to do all the 
mundane things I’ve already done—shower, dress, 
make my own breakfast—and I remember not to 
take anything for granted in this life. 


And that is how a man who can’t walk, talk or wipe 
his own tears does more with his day than he even 
realizes. Watch the film Augie, and I bet he'll do it 
for you, too.

Lopez-Fabian the day of his arrest, 
without notifying I.C.E., despite the 
fact that he had already been deported 
twice to his native Guatemala, in 2013 
and 2014. 


Apart from conservative websites—and 
Britain’s indispensable Daily Mail!— 
this story made only the local press. 


The Butterfingered Gun Slinger 

Also two weeks ago, Dreamer Jaime 
Melchi-Sigas, 22, pleaded guilty to the 
federal offenses of unlawful possession 
of a firearm and unlawful possession 
of a counterfeit alien registration card. 
Melchi-Sigas was already serving time 
in a state prison for reckless homicide 
and tampering with physical evidence. 


His convictions stemmed from an 
incident last year when Melchi-Sigas 
was sitting in the back seat of a car, 
examining an illegal gun he intended 
to purchase, and accidentally shot 
and killed the man in the front seat.

The Oppressed Rapist 

Three weeks ago, Dreamer Alejandro 
Perez-Cortez, 26, appealed his five-year 
sentence for attempting to anally rapea 
woman, pointing out that he was drunk 
at the time and barely made enough 
money to live on, much less send back 
to his wife and two children in Mexico. 


The appeal was denied, on the 
grounds that being drunk and poor 
did not constitute evidence of good 
character—and also that Perez-Cortez 
was an illegal alien. (Until Trump has 
his way on Dreamers!) 


The opinion of the Indiana court 
turning down Perez-Cortez’s appeal 
was published on March 19, but no 
media found the story interesting 
enough to print. What I find interesting 
about the case—fascinating, in fact!— 
is that we have lawyers willing to bring 
utterly frivolous appeals on behalf of 
drunk, raping illegal aliens, but not 
one willing to represent the president. 


The Fleet-Footed Drunk Driver 

Dreamer Ivan Gerardo 
Zamarripa-Castaneda, 26, killed 
57-year-old John Anderson in Denver 
at around midnight on March 3, when 
he smashed his pickup truck into 
Anderson’s truck, setting off a fiery 
explosion and shutting down I-70 for 
hours. This poor Mexican who was 
driving drunk on an interstate—through 
no fault of his own—fled the scene. 


In another example of the day-to-day

Who’s to Blame for 
Disappointing Cobia Season?

I have fished for cobia for 40 years. 
Every year is different. This year— 
midway through the season—the 
fishing is extraordinarily slow. 


There is no set season for cobia. They 
generally show up in late March and 
continue to migrate through our area 
until early May. There are weekend 
tournaments throughout April and, 
for the most part, the same group of 
fishermen competes every year. 


Cobia fishing is a pastime that 
doesn’t appeal to everyone. It can be 
excruciatingly boring. But it can also 
be exciting and it is an extremely 
competitive type of fishing. 


The people who chase cobia have a 
vested interest in the health of the 
fishery, and this year’s slow start has 
everyone worried. 


We now fish under the most stringent 
restrictions in history. Boats are 
allowed to catch one fish per person 
or a maximum of two fish per boat— 
daily. Prior to this year, the rules 
allowed two fish per person or six per 
boat. 


These are state regulations. Once the 
fish swim west of Florida, anglers can 
still catch two per person. The states 
of Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Texas have not adopted the same 
catch regulations as Florida.

We’re sensitive to the charge that the 
fishery suffers from over-fishing. Not 
surprisingly, I can offer a rebuttal to 
that theory. 


Boats in Destin fish for cobia 
primarily from 9 to 5 (that’s one of 
the reasons it’s enjoyable). We catch 
them on sunny days when the wind 
is blowing from the southeast. We 
catch them within a mile of the 
beach. We catch them when they are 
swimming near the surface. 


The fish don’t care about our 
schedule. They’re swimming the 
other 16 hours of the day, at all 
depths of water and throughout the 
night. 


This year’s fishery could be affected 
by the incredibly cold weather 
(and water temperatures) that we 
have experienced this month. We 
have fished the last three weeks in 
clothing that is normally seen on ski 
slopes. Abnormal weather can slow 
the migration.

THIS THING? 


Currents in the Gulf are constantly 
changing. The cobia in the northern 
Gulf are migrating and they are 
seeking the current that takes them 
to the west the quickest. 


Ifa strong current loops all the way to 
the Panhandle, they’ll swim close to 
our beach. If the strongest currents 
flow 20 miles south of our beaches, 
theyll swim in those waters—miles 
away from where we are fishing. 


The overriding concern that I have is 
related to the BP oil spill of January 
20, 2010. Aside from being the largest 
oil spill in the history of the Gulf, the 
response was unprecedented. 


In defiance of the EPA, Corexit was 
the dispersant used by BP after the 
spill. It was sprayed on the surface 
of the Gulf and at the well-head 
(5,000 feet below the surface). Two- 
and-a-half million gallons were used. 
Corexit is toxic to marine life and, 
when mixed with oil, its toxicity 
increases. 


The cobia that migrate along the 
Panhandle of Florida were swimming 
directly to the site of the oil spill to lay 
eggs. It is unreasonable to think that 
this environmental catastrophe didn’t 
affect the fishery. 


Cobia live for eight to nine years. It is 
likely that an entire generation of fish 
has suffered from exposure to these 
chemicals. 


So here we are. It’s the middle of 
a disappointing cobia season, and 
we're not sure who to blame. We’re 
hoping that the increased regulations 
will help the fishery over time. We’re 
hoping that the stock of cobia is not 
as depleted as it seems. 


We're hoping for warmer waters, 
sunshine, and southeast winds. 


We're hoping for a great show of fish 
the last part of April and into the first 


two weeks of May. 


We're fishermen. We’re always hoping.

RevFest carried on in spite of gloomy clouds and 
some early rain. Once the sprinkles cleared up 
(around 2 p.m.), the rain never returned. As the 
night turned cool, KC’s was well-prepared with fire 
pits and a few scattered heaters if dancing wasn’t 
keeping folks warm enough. 


The event definitely makes for a long day, with the 
opening jam starting at noon and the music ending 
close to 2 in the morning. But the smiling familiar 
faces mixed in with new-to-me musicians ready to 
blow minds always makes it worth it.

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Planning the Perfect — 


Kentucky Derby Party

If you enjoy horse racing, you look forward every 
year to the first Saturday in May and the running 
of the Kentucky Derby at Churchill Downs in 
Louisville, Kentucky. This year is no different. The 
144th Kentucky Derby takes place on Saturday, 
May 5, at 6:34 p.m. EST. It is considered the most 
exciting two minutes in sports. 


According to KentuckyDerby.com, this is the 
longest running sporting event in U.S. history. 
Meriwether Lewis Clark, the grandson of William 
Clark of the Lewis and Clark expedition, saw a 
couple of popular horse races in Europe and wanted 
to establish a similar event in the states. 


With the help of his uncles John and Henry 
Churchill, who donated land, Lewis formed the 
Louisville Jockey Club and funds were raised to 
build a permanent racetrack in Louisville. The 
club sponsored the first Kentucky Derby on May 
17, 1875. Ten thousand spectators watched 15 
three-year-old Thoroughbred horses race one-and- 
a-half miles. Aristides was the first Kentucky Derby 
winner. 


In 1896, the track was shortened to one-and-a- 
quarter miles, and in 1904, the red rose 
became the official flower of the Kentucky 
Derby. The idea of a Triple Crown winner was 
established in 1931 with horses participating 
in three races—the Kentucky Derby, the 
Preakness Stakes, and the Belmont Stakes. 


In 1932, the winner was draped in a garland 
of red roses for the first time—hence, the 
Run for the Roses. In 1973, one of the most 
famous racing horses of all time, Secretariat, 
won with the fastest time to date and went on 
to win the Triple Crown. 


For those of us who cannot make it to 
Churchill Downs for the race, the next best 


thing is having your own Kentucky Derby 
party. My husband Scott and I have been 
hosting Kentucky Derby parties for years. 
Scott grew up in Floral Park, New York, near 
the Belmont Racetrack, the location of the 
third leg of the Triple Crown. 


He attended many races there growing up. 
“I was very lucky,” he says. “The very first 
horse race I went to, I saw Seattle Slew 
win the Triple Crown at Belmont Park in 
1977. The next year, I was also there to see 
Affirmed win the Triple Crown.” 


There are many traditions from the 
Kentucky Derby to carry out at your home 
party. First—women and the hat tradition. 
This goes back to Meriwether Clark’s idea 
that this would be an event for the upper 
class. The extravagant hat tradition did not 
come about until around the 1960s, when 
the hats became bigger and brighter. At the 
Lambert Derby Party, female guests must 
create their own hat, and a hat contest is 
held for the best one. 


Next is the tradition of the Mint Julep, 
which has been a part of the Kentucky 


Derby festivities for about a century. 
Another popular drink to serve at 
your party is Bourbon Lemonade. 


Make it easy for your guests by using 
gallon beverage dispensers for your 
drinks. Always include ice water and 
sweet iced tea as choices for beverages 
as well. 


Food is a must, especially if there is 
alcohol. The Lambert menu in the past 
has included items that could be kept 
warm or cold so that the hosts could 
enjoy the festivities. Hamburgers, 
chicken and barbecue are kept warm 
in chafing dishes where guests can 
easily serve themselves. 
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Chip Lambert, a past BEACHCOMBER Pet of the Issue, 
is ready to horse around. 


Items such as pasta salad and potato salad can 
also be served on top of trays filled with ice. For 
dessert, the traditional “Run for the Roses” cake 
is served along with other sweet confections. 


Try and have plenty of seating both inside and 
outside for your guests to enjoy watching the 
race. If possible, have a television outside. Party 
games are always fun for before and after the 
race. A great source for derby related games 
and party decorations can be found at store. 
KentuckyDerby.com. 


There are plenty of ways to set up betting at your 
Kentucky Derby party. Guests can draw for a horse, 
or jars can be labeled with each horse’s name and 
guests can add money to the jar for the horse they 
think will win. Winnings can be split up. Remind 
your guests to bring some extra cash. 


Also, plan for lots of pictures. Look online for fun 
background ideas for pictures for your party. 


Television coverage for the race starts in the early 
afternoon on May 5. Invite your guests over early for 
socializing and prepping for the big race. Make sure 
you have a poster board with all the horses in the 
race listed and their odds of winning. 


Having a Kentucky Derby party is a great way to 
spend a spring afternoon in Florida.

Bud & Alley’s Taco Bar: 
Rain or Shine, Go for the Food 


Seaside and its immediate surroundings offer a 
good mix of indoor and outdoor dining options, 
from sit-down upscale to stand-and-eat food truck 
fare. It’s all good, but weather can play a crucial 
part in the experience. 


My family and I recently paid a visit to Bud & 
Alley’s Taco Bar, one of the casual offshoots of 
the original (and still flourishing) Bud & Alley’s 
flagship restaurant. It’s located in the labyrinth of 
shops, galleries and dining establishments on the 
Gulf side of 30A, overlooking the beach. It’s a place 
built for wandering, checking stuff out, and slowly 
progressing to the sand. 


It was a weekend, and it was raining, sometimes 
hard, but we needed to go that day. I figured— 
correctly—that we wouldn’t have a problem finding 
parking, or have to stand in a long line for a table. 
When we got to the Taco Bar (shortly after they 
opened), the staff seemed a little surprised to see 
us. Nevertheless, they swung into action to get us 
set up. 


The Taco Bar itself is located in a small building, 
with a bar (plenty of tequila and cocktail supplies, 
plus beer), a row of stools, and specials written 
up on boards. Just outside is a covered dining 
area, with brightly painted, freestanding tables 
and chairs for days when there’s sunshine to soak 
up. This wasn’t that kind of day, so we got a table 
under the awning. 


Our server carefully blotted up the moisture, wiped 
off the chairs, and even placed a cup to catch a 
small drip coming down through a crevice on the 
awning. Napkins and bottles of hot sauce were 
brought out, and we slipped indoors to place orders 
at the bar. 


The menu offers a breakfast burrito (with 
scrambled eggs, chorizo, queso and pico de gallo) 
a daily quesadilla, and tortilla soup. The rest of 
the menu is divided into tacos, burritos, bar sides 
and kids meals. I did not see any desserts, but the 
surrounding area offers many sweet options. 


My wife avoids dairy—something not easily done at 
a lot of taco joints—but Bud & Alley’s seems to have

foreseen that possibility, and many of the tacos are 
offered without cheese, or can be easily adjusted. 
We got a side of tortilla chips and queso, my wife 
ordered a shrimp burrito and carnitas taco (no 
cheese). I ordered a Baja style grilled fish taco, and 
a grilled marinated skirt steak taco.

The chips and queso came out, along with napkins 
and plastic ware. The cheese was hot, smooth 
and creamy, with a spike of jalapeno that took my 
daughter Grace a little getting used to, but she 
acquired the taste and dug in. 


During the short wait before the rest of the food 
was served, I took Grace out into the rain in search 
of the restrooms (there’s public accommodations 
nearby), and we did some puddle jumping and 
window-shopping. She talked the whole way— 
standard operating procedure—and tickled a 
passerby with her solemn observation that the chips 
“had just a hint of salt.” Daddy’s Little Gourmet. 


Out came the tacos and burrito. The food was 
served in paper trays, and could be eaten either 
out of hand (tricky), or with knife and fork. The 
tacos were good sized, loaded with meat and fresh 
vegetables, and tasted great with or without the 
jalapeno sauce. The fish taco had a tangy avocado 
salsa. The shrimp in the plus-sized burrito were 
large, and the carnitas and steak had a savory 
char. We enjoyed a messy, satisfying lunch, 
watching the vacationers dash in and out of cover 
across the street at the weekly farmers market. 


Other taco options were grilled shrimp, chorizo 
with ground pork shoulder, chicken with charred 
corn salsa, and vegetable with Spanish rice and 
pinto beans. Burritos include steak, chicken, 
carnitas, chorizo, and vegetable. They also have 
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sides of chips and guacamole, chips and salsa, rice 
and beans, and shredded queso. 


You pay for your food when you order, and the 
restaurant adds a 15 percent gratuity to all orders 
(this is clearly spelled out). If the weather had been 
a little more favorable, I expect we’d have had more 
company. As it was, there was one other party while 
we were there. It wasn’t hard to imagine tables 
full of diners on a summer night, enjoying their 
margaritas and cervezas under the lights. 


Atmosphere is always good, but in any weather, you 
should go for the food.
